Live Stock in Summer.

There is a lamentable ignorance of pastur-
ing the different varieties oi animals on iaruis
in America, both as regards .the. welfare of
the cattle and the productiveness of the
pastures. No man can succeed in bringing
to perfection prime .animals by stocking his
grass land with one sort of stock, for it takes
only a short time to make the grass distaste-
ful, in consequence of the dung and urine,
3,nd this more particularly the case with
horses, which, so to say, poison the ground
to such a degree that they become lean, and
look rough and sickly in their coats while
at the same time there may be an abundance
of grass in patches. It is not necessary to
put horses, cows and sheep in the same field,
as, on any farm divided into fields, they can
be changed around so a,s to follow each
other. For instance, supposing horses to
be the chief stock on an estate where eight
fields out ot the number were grazed, two
might have them in, two cows and two
sheep, leaving two more to be always fresh-
ening. In this case the change might be
weekly ; the horses could be put into the
two fresh pieces of grass, the cows where
the .horses were moved from, and the sheep
into the fields the cows had been taken from,
which would leave the last mentioned a week
to grow for the horses. This could be al-

tered to suit the cows, if they were the
principal consideration ; and the time of
moving could be every two weeks, or a
month, if preferred. Country Gentleman.

'The Future of Southern Farmers.
3Ir John II. Dent, in the Practical Plan-

ter, after expressing the opinion that foreign
white labor can never be made available to
.any .considerable .extent in cotton culture,
.thus states his views as to what Southern
farming should .and must be henceforward
id order to be truly successful :

My impression is, the present system of
.cotton planting, on the large scale in which
it is now carried on, must be abandoned,,4 gradually jt will become a part of diver-
sified agriculture, when the policy will be,
from improved culture, to make an acre
planted in cotton make a bale or more; so
in reducing the acreage planted the amount
(made .will not be diminished. Such, 1 think,
,will be the tendency in the future for rais-
ing cotton. As regards agricultural ma-.chinc- ri'

for Southern farming, we must
.adopt it; it is inevitable, but it will be
gradually done, and not until we have more
intelligent labor than we now have, to han-
dle it. We are now using improved labor
saving plows, horse reapers, thrashers and
separators, but they can only be entrusted
with white laborers, that is, a white man
must superintend the using them, if negroes
.are employed as assistants. Place reapers,
thrashers and separators in charge of a
parcel of negroes, and no white man to su-
perintend their running, and shipwreck
Svoiild- - soon be their late ; and as regards
riding cultivators, I consider thein not
adapted to successful culture; the plow at
t ached to them cannot be properly managed
to be made to do good work. But there are
jgang cultivators in use,' managed by the
plowman on foot, that do good work and
are good auxiliaries as labor-savin- g imple-
ments; a plowman must be on his feet to
jm&nage any plow or ruljtivaXor properly
this riding business is all fancy and noth-
ing practical in it. Southern" planting or
farming,, to be made profitable, must be
conducted on small farms by thorough pre-
paration and cultivation of the soil. It is
impossible to keep up the fertility of the
soil and fencing on large plantations ; and
ny.one can allord to tend exhausted lands
with hired labor; hence, we say the acreage

f the laud cultivated must be curtailed and
made to produce largely to the acre, jf not
there will be no profit "in farming. The
average product of the cotton plantations is
not more than a bale to five acres. Would
it tioj. be best, then, to miiiureaud cultivate
fifty acres so as to make what two hundred
and fifty acres now make? It would cer-
tainly save much capital now invested in
Sands, mules and for labgr. When labor
was cheap, costing nothing more than food
and clothing, we could all'ord to tend poor
jland 8, but when scarce and high priced the
policy is to make the land fertile and pro-
duce largely. Thus our plantation will be
decreased in the acres tended, so as to lessen
the expense in hands required, and increase
the crop profits ; it is the only plan on which
they can be managed profitably.

The Manner of Setting Hens. Ap-

parently there is nothing more simple than
"setting" a hen. But that it is an art not
universally understood is shown by the fact
that frequently the hen, carefully-eosette-

in a nice nest jtv.the hen-hous- e, will come off
with two or three sickly chicks, while the
biddy that steals her nest will make her ap-
pearance with a flourishing brood of a dozen,
fhere arc certain conditions that must be
provided to insure hatching of vitalized
jeggs, foremost among which are that they
should be properly covered by the hen, and
that at intervals air should be admitted to
them."' The eggs should be of as nearly the
name age as possible, for fresh laid eggs
hatch sooner than those that have been kept
.three or four weeks, and those a little larger
but not of abnormal size or irregular shape
should le chosen. Of the large varieties
nine are enough, but thirteen of the common
varieties may bo put in the nest.

Wet Cut Feed fok IIgrscs. In a rc:
cent number of your paper, in the latter
part pf an article oii the training of horses,
the jvriter speaks of and recommends cut
feed for horses, "but" says it shqub never be
wet, for it will give them a big belly and
make them flatulent and colicy. He thinks
they will sweat more while being driven on
the road. I have fed my horses cut feed
for a number of years, (and wet it too,) and
1 never had a colicy horse or one that it
made big-bellie- d. One of my neighbors
last Spring did as heavy a spring's work
with his team as any man in town, and thev
were fed on this so-call- ed "slop feed," but
contrary to this writer's experience, they
grew not big-bellie- d, but fat and hardy.
Almost every farmer in this section feeds iii
this way, and horses lqpk as well here as
anywlipre."- This writers horses either must
be subject to colic, or the feed bus a different
cflect pn his from what it docs on mine.
